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Sir: 

Further to the Amendment filed on October 23, 2009, and the Interview Summary therein, 
Applicants herein provide a Supplemental Interview Summary to address the comments in the 
Examiner's Interview Summary of October 29, 2009. 



During the Interview, Applicants pointed out that the source of the embryonic stem cells (i.e., the 
maturity of the cells before culture) was considered in the Interview of September 16, 2008. 
Further a "time element" was suggested by the Examiner in the Advisory Action of September 
14, 2008, page 3, lines 12-13. 

Thus, the origin of the embryonic stem cells has been considered. Further, the Examiner 
recommended a "time element", which in the presently pending claims is reflected in the 
addition of a culture period of the cells. That said, Applicants understand that the Examiner has 
indicated that the amendments would not be entered. 
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With regard to the Thompson references, those references were provided to show that embryonic 
stem cells of the claimed invention would have the ability to differentiate into the three primary 
germ layers. (See Amendment, March 19, 2009, pages 7-8). Applicants maintain that one of 
skill would have understood from the Specification and the knowledge in the art (as evidenced 
by the Thompson references) that the cells of the invention could differentiate into the three 
primary germ layers. However, the point is moot in view of the currently pending claims.
